10 | Parish Council/ Finance Update (AM) (oral) 
DW reported as AM was running. 

Malcolm Cox has come back with approximately the same figures as we had 
already calculated. DW noted that he was impressed with how impartial Malcolm 


Cox was during the discussion. 


£1 a month is approximately right. Assumptions are; no fundraising at all, and 
that maintenance cost is zero. Both obviously false assumptions. 


Net will probably be £1 a month. 


SJ mentioned that that Parish Council insurance won’t touch a Skatepark. 
Inspections are needed annually/ monthly. 


£1 would give us a public works loan of around £250,000. 


DW stated that the expectation is we could raise around £100k in charitable 
donations. This would reduce the cost to 59p/ month. 884 would then be the 
excess (assuming £1 per month). 


Insurance might be an issue as the Parish Council has problems getting 
insurance at the moment due to a large number of recent claims. 


AM highlighted that it was affordable to do — but suggested that the Parish 
Council would not be happy to fully fund. 


AP restated from the previous minutes: 
Agenda Item 10 in SPOO6 held on 6" September 2022; we agreed the 
following two questions: 
1. “Do you want the Parish Council to build a skatepark for the benefit of 
the village?” 
2. “If sufficient independent funding cannot be obtained, would you be in 
favour of putting up to £x/month on the Council Tax for Band D 
properties to fund it?” 
At the time the £x was an unknown. 


11. | Future Actions (oral) 
DW highlighted our Terms of Reference. 
SK highlighted how much we’ve achieved in the last year. 
AM highlighted that if fundraising is to be included then the committee’s terms of 
reference need to be amended. 
DW suggested that there should be a vote from this group to continue meeting. 
GT highlighted a need for separate working parties. 
AP highlighted that this would be something the BHCA could take on. 
AM proposed; “we have fulfilled the terms of reference as defined by the Parish 
Council and therefore this committee should be shutdown”. 
DW proposed, AM seconded. All in favour with BW and SJ abstaining. 
AM proposed amending to add “... for a period of 25 years”, seconded by GT. 
Amendment passed with a majority in favour (after abstentions).
